YOUTHFUL FIENDS, 


two Boy Murderers Confess Their Hor- 
rible Crime. 


THEY DROWN A PLAYMATE TO SECURE 
HIS CLOTHING, 


Narrow Escape From Judge Lynch at 
Parkersburg, W. Va.—Joaquin Miller’s 
Wayward Son-—Indian Desperadoes 
Captured—Counterfeiters Bagged in 
Texas— Railroad Station Raided. 


LIVERPOOL, Dec. 11.—The two boys, Craw- 
ford and Shearon, who killed their playmate, 
a lad named Eccles, 8 years of age, on Sept. 
on, have been adjudged guilty of murder and 
sentto the Catholic Reformatory. Shearon 
iss years old and Crawford 9, Their youth 
caved them from the hangman, 

This case has excited great interest, as the 
crime stands without parallelin the history 
of English criminal jurisprudence, The ob- 
yect of Shearon and Crawford in causing the 
ieath of Eccles was to procure the clothing 
worn by the latter, but accordingtothe evi- 
dence, this could easily have been done 
without causing the death ofthe little fel- 
jow., Shearon was a vicious boy, much 
riven to playing truant, He had been de- 
tected in his truancy, and as a punishment 
his parents had taken his clothes from him, 
hoping by this means to keep him in the 
house. They failed In their object, however. 
<hearon secured a piece of sacking, covered 
himself with itand left the house. He met 
Crawford, who was also a vicious boy, and 
between them they plotted to entice the first 
decently clad boy who came along to accom- 
pany them, and when the opportunity of- 
fered to rob him of his clothing. 

ina short time they met Ecclesand induced 
himtogowith them to play on araft that 
was floating on the waterthat filled a deep 
excavation near where some buildings were 
incourse of construction. When the boys 
reached the place they found other boys 
playingthere, and they, consequently, de- 
layed killing their comrade untilthese other 
boys wentaway. Oncethe other boys were 
away Shearon, Crawford, and Eccles paddled 
the raft toa part ofthe excavation where the 
water was twelve feet deep. Here Shearon 
and Crawford seized Eccles and pushed 
him overboard. They found it awkward to 
get his clothes off while he was struggling in 
the water, sothey dragged him on the raft 
againand stripped him, They then threw 
him into the water again, 

Young Eccles made frantic efforts to save 
himself from drowning, but he could not 
swim and every time he tried to pull himself 
aboardthe raftthe other boys pushed him 
away, paying no attention to his plteous ap- 
peals forthem to save him. After a time Shea- 
ron and Crawford pulled their little victim 
on to the raft, not tosave him, but to take 
him to a deeper partof the excavation to 
drown him, The Httle fellow pleaded hard 
for his life, but the young flends had no 
merey, and for the third time they threw 
himintothe water. Young Eccles’ strength 
was gone and afterafew futile struggles he 
drowned, 
liis murderers then took his body from the 
iter, conveyed ittothe shore .and with a 

ity for which no explanation can be 
nd save that it was due to natural de- 
vity, stamped uponit again and again. 
r two hours they watched the body to see 
moved, prepared, if any sign of life 
uld manifest itself, to complete their hor- 
crime. After making sure that Eccles 
was dead Shearon and Crawford divided his 
thing and returned totheir homes. When 
es’ body was found suspicion rested on 
the two boys who had last been seen in his 
company and they were arrested. They did 
not hesitate totellof their crime and con- 
fessed to all the horribl® details with no 
show of feeling.

LABORERS. 
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Gladstone Delivers an Address on the 
Subject. 


RURAL 


HE PLEDGES THE LIBERAL PARTY TO 
REFORM MEASURES. 


Banquet of the English National Liberal 
Federation—The Grand Old Man Rises 
Equal to the Occasiow— What the 
Movement Means for Home Rule—An 
Eloquent Effort. 


LONDON, Dec. 11:—The Committee of the 
National Liberal Federation this morning 
gave a banquet to the delegates from the 
rural constituencies who attended the great 
Liberal Conference held yesterday at the 
Memorial Hall, Farrington street. The ban- 
qguet was held at the famous Holburn Restau- 
rant, and was largely attended, many of the 
most prominent Liberal members being 
present. Gladstone, who was present at the 
earnest request of the Liberal leaders, though 
the Grand Old Man is only passing through 
London enroute to the continent, received an 
Ovation such as no other living Englishman 
could receive. 

During the course of the banquet Mr. Glad- 
stone made a most important address on the 
subject of rural reform, in which he practi- 
cally pledged the Liberal Party to advocate 
and earnestly push forward all the reform 
measures, detailed in these dispatches yes- 
terday, as forming the platform ofthe rural 
voter. in other words, the reform they de- 
mand in exchange for their support at the 
coming general election. The labor question 
had now assumed, said Mr. Gladstone, about 
the same proportions and aspects as the 
home rule question, because, he explained, 
the Irish farmer was really struggling with 
the agricultural laborer. The project of 
organizing rural labor was, he continued, 
the foremost question now before the British 
public, as the constant and damaging migra- 
tion of rural laborers to the towns proved 
most conclusively. 

Mr, Gladstone said the Government de- 
served credit for taking a slight step in this 
direction by passing the council’s bill, but he 
said that this measure does not by 
any means satisfy the Liberal party 
except in the fact that it embraced the right 
principle. Mr. Gladstone claimed that the 
Liberal party would lay hold of the principle 
in the county councils, and affirmed that it 
was the duty of the Government to provide 
for the establishment of district councils, so 
as to bring self-government within the power 
of the labor classss throughout the country. 

LAND TITLE REFORM. 

The great English Liberal leader also 
strongly advocated the passage of a law for 
the purpose of enabling local government 
bodies to acquire land fn’order to ena bie the 
rural population to use and profit by it to a 
very much greater extent than they were now 
ableto. It was time, he said, that the land 
they had so long tilled for the benefit of oth- 
ers should give them some real profit and 
permanent benefit. [Cheers.] The reform 
land laws was another point ably touched 
upon by the distinguished speaker, who ad- 
vocated the abolishment of the present cus 
tom of entail, together with the greater facil- 
ities for the transfer of land. 

Continuing, Mr. Gladstone touched. upon 
the question of the reduction of /the hours of 
labor and sald that he wasin favor of reduc- 
ing the amount of toll exacted from the 
working classes in general; but he desired 
that such a reduction should be made witb- 
out any violation of the rights of employes or 
ofthe employers. [Cheers.} The principle of 
liberty must not be violated, he claimed, 
even in making these most needed reforms. 

Before an enforced reduction was made in 
the hours of labor, Mr. Gladstone would like 
to see it proved beyond any doubtthat those 
who now receive low wages forlong hours 
would at least receive the same wages for 
shorter hours. Therefore, Mr. Gladstone 
reccommended much care and considerable 
deliberation over this subject before he even 
recommended legislation in that direction. 
After some criticism of the Government 
claim to having well administered the affairs 
of Ireland, a claim which Mr, Gladstone dis- 
puted, he saidthat the Government should 
not be hampered in its efforts to provide 
even the smallestand most meagre formof 
local self-government for Ireland,as what- 
ever form of local government they estab- 
lished should assist the Irish in their just de- 
mands for their rights to nationality and 
freedom. [Applause. | 

MEMBERS SHOULD BE PAID. 

Mr. Gladstone also said that he was in favor 
of paying members of Parliament for their 
services as this would be of great benefit to 
the candidates put forward by the labor or 
rural constituencies. A fair representation 
of those classes in Parllament was in his 
opinion absolutely necessary and proper for 
the goverament ofthe country and this repre- 
sentation could hardly be had without calling 
for a drain upon the funds of the local organ- 
izations, unless Members of Parliament re- 
celved payment for their services. At 
another point of his discourse, Mr. Gladstone 
said that he favored an amendment to the 
Irish conspiracy laws, so as to allow the 
laborers in Ireland to combine to obtain the 
greatest possible results for thelr labor and 
for their products. 

If the rural reforms advocated were car- 
ried out, the speaker said, he sawthe way 
clearly toa better condition of rural popula- 
tion. Society, he added, had not performed 
its duty when it sent the aged and blameless 
laborer to the Work-house. [Applause.] The 
laborer, he claimed, had a right to be placed 
in the position of being, able to put the spade 
into his own land [applause] and the parish 
councils he had already referred to were the 
oniy means of securing him this right and 
of securing an adequate working of the small 
allotment plan of relief forthe rural com- 
munities. [Cheers.] 

After Mr. Gladstone had concluded his re- 
marks the assemblage most enthusiastically 
passed a vote of thanks to the venerable 
statesmen for his presence at the banquet. 
Itis evident that the great interest taken in 
Mr. Gladstone’s recent public utterances are 
not only because both the Liberals and Con- 
servatives like to hear what the old man has 
to say On all questions, but because the ad- 
vanced age and alleged infirmities of the 
great statesman are not lost sight of, and 
therefore there is no knowing but that the 
last speech uttered may be the last Mr. Glad- 
stone will ever deliver. 

MR. ‘GLADSTONE’S MOVEMENTS. 

Mr. Gladstone, accompanied by Mr. George 
Armstead and Mr. and Lady Fanny Major- 
banks, are expected to leave this city during 
the afternoon or to-morrow morning for 
Biarritz, where the party will remain some 
time, and will go to Mr. Stuart Rendat’s villa 
on the Biviera. Mr. Armstead, the million- 
aire Radical, is an Anglo-Russian who, “born 
in England, has made a fortune estimated at 
$25,000,000 In the Ozar’s dominion. He was 
formerly an M. P. for Dundee, and Mr. Giada- 
stone’s son, Herbert Gladstone, M. P., lives 
at the wealthy Radical’s, who gives delightful 
dinners, which are remarkable from the fact

A portrait of Mr. Gladstone, just com- 
pleted, is shortly to be formally presented to 
the Liberal Club. It isthe gift of a number 
of Mr. Gladstone’s admirers, and it has an 
interesting history. The understanding un- 
der which Mr. Gladstone gave the sittings 
was that the artist was to be Sir John Millais. 
The Canadians have discovered, however,that 
a fellow countryman, Mr, John Colin Forbes 
of Toronto, wanted to paint the portrait and 
Mr. Gladstone was finally won over by the 
argument that the Canadians desired the 
Canadian gift to be the work of a Canadian 
artist. This somewhat hurt, unintentionally 
it is true, his old triend Millais, whom he de- 
sired to sit to, and Mr. Forbes came espe- 
cially from Canada to paint the portrait re- 
ferred to. He has hadsittings at Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Park Lane residence and at Ha- 
warden, and he closely watched Mr. Glad- 
stone delivering his great speech recently at 
Newcastle. The result is a full length por- 
trait of Mr. Gladstone &s he Is seen in deliver- 
ing a speech. The portrait is sald to be an 
excellent piece of work. 


BRITISH NEWS. 
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DISTURBANCE IN MARINE INSURANCE—CURBING 
CAMBRIDGE. ° 

Lonpon, Dec. 11.—Much alarm is felt in 
shipping and commercial circles because of 
the resignations of the underwriters at 
Lloyd’s. Three more gentlemen engaged in 
the marine insurance business have con- 
cluded to withdraw, as their losses have been 
very heavy,and yesterday they tendered their 
resignations. 

This makes a total of seventsen underwrit- 
ers who have withdrawn fromthe society of 
Lloyd’s within a few weeks and the effect 
upon ship-owners and shippers isnot at all 
reassuring. The extent of the business done 
at Lloyd’s may be imagined when it Is stated 
that the value annually insured amounts to 
more than £40,000,000. 

CAMBRIDGE TO BE CURBED. 

The Municipal authorities of Cambridge 
have decided to presefita bill to Parliament 
at its next session limiting or abolishing the 
jurisdiction of Cambridge. This is due to 
whatthe municipal authorities consider an 
excess of zealon the part of the officers of 
the university. By theterms of the charter 
the university enjoys special powers and 
privileges which the municipal authorities 
think ought to be abridged or done away 
with altogether, Among other powers the 
untversity has the right to imprison in the 
spinning house women or girls who are found 
walking with Cambgidge students within 
certainlimits. This Power has been exer- 
cised frequently. 

CONCESSIONS TO BELGIUM. 

Belgium’s tariff concessions are of very 
slight importance, whereas both Germany 
and Austria made nuimerous concessions on 
staples of Belgian industry, showing that the 
Dreibund made special sacrifices to induce 
Belgium to join the Zollverein. Similar con- 
cessions, though toaless degree, are made 
inthe treaties with Switzerland in which 
both Germany and Austria display political 
motives. Itis reported that tre Zollverein is 
ready to concede all the advantages of mem- 
bership to England on the condition of 
England’s helping to tsolate France. 

THE LIBERAL CONFERENCE. 

The Liberal Conference to consider rural 
reforms has opened at Memoral Hall, Far- 
ringdon street. The Liberal party was well 
represented, 425 delegates being present. 
Mr. Schnadherst,..Mre@haw: hafevre, M. P., 
Sir Wilfred Lawson, M. P., and Arthur Mor- 
ley were present at the conference. Mr. 
Spence Watson presided, All the speakers 
concurred in denouncing the interference of 
parsons and squires in political matters. 
They declared strongly in favor of ousting 
the clericals from control allotments under 
compulsory powers. 

HIS FINAL BOW. 

An event of great interest tothe English 
stage occurred last night atthe Avenue The- 
ater in this city. It was the farewell per- 
formance of Mr. W. H. Pennington, the 
tragedian, who is one of the immortalized 
‘‘six hundred’’ cavalrymen who» made the 
famous charge at Balaklava. Mr. Penning- 
ton appeared in a scene from the first act of 
**RichelNeu.’’ He received an ovation from 
first to last from the crowd of theatrical and 
artistical notables who had assembled to do 
him honor. In addition to the scene from 
**Richelieu’’ the second act of ‘‘The Amer- 
ican’’ was given, the performance closing 
with an act from ‘‘The Crusaders.’’ The 
whole affair was under the management of 
Mr. Harrington Bailey. Mr. Pennington was 
completely overcome with emotion when he 
made his final bow tothe public. 

BRIEF MENTION. 

A dispatch tothe London 7imes from Singa- 
pore states that asevere gale prevailed at 
Hong Kong on Dec.4. A large number of 
Chinese vessels of all descriptions were de- 
stroyed and hundreds of Chinese sallors and 
laborers engaged - about the harbor were 
drowned, European and other vessels lying 
at Hong Kong sustained little damage.

the Minister of Commerce announced that 
the one thousandth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Kingdom of Hungary would 
be celebrated with a National Exhibition in 
1895.

Lord Dufferin, formerly Governor-General 
of Canada, and more recently Viceroy of 
India, has been appolnted British Ambassa- 
dor to Paris. 


THE PARIS FUND, 


AN UNSEEMLY SCRAMBLE IN COURT FOR ITS 
CONTROL. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—Mr. Justin McCarthy, as 
sole surviving trustee of the Paris fund (Mr. 
Parnelland Mr. Biggar being the two de- 
ceased trustees) has been served witha writ 
at the suitof Messrs. Timothy Harrington, 
John Redmond, Clancy O’Connor, Kenny and 
Richard Lalor, allof whom are members of 
the Parnelite section of the Irish Parllament- 
ary party, who claims that the funds are 
subject to a trust in favor of themselves and 
other members of the National League. The 
petitioners request the removal of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy from the trusteeship, and pray for 
the appointment of proper trustees. Mrs. 
Parnell is included in a writ as co-defendant 
as administratrix of her husband’s estate. 
Mr. McCarthy, when sposen to in regard to 
the action brought against him, said that no 
proceedings inan English court could affect 
control of the funds. He stated that his own 
suit against Mr. Munroe, the Paris banker in 
whose custody the funds were placed by the 
trustees,to recover the money, will be 
reached by Easter. Mr. McCarthy declared 
that he did not entertain the slightest doubt 
as to the success of his suit. 


FURIOUS GALES. 


THE BRITISH ISLANDS ARE AGAIN SWEPT BY 
STORMS. 

Lonpow, Dec. 11.—If any people were ever 
disgusted with the weather it Is the English. 
England has frequently been visited by severe 
storms, her geographical position being such 
that she is particularly exposed -to the gales 
coming in from the Atlantic or from the 
German ocean, but Bot within tne 
memory of any Of the inhabitants 
has the country ‘been subjected 
to such long continued and heavy gales as 
have swept overthe land within the past 
two orthree months. The storm which set 

night subsided fora time, like 
which did such a Vast 


amount of damage, but the diminution in 
the force of the gale was only temporary,and 
in a short time the wind began to increase in 
velocity, and is now (2:30 p. m.) blowing 
with renewed vigor. The storm does not 
alone affect England. It is raging with equal 
violence in Scotland, Ireland and Wales, and 
the damage which has been done will amount 
to many thousands of pounds. The losses 
sustained by the destruction of telegraph, 
telephone and electric light lines are very 
heavy. The damage done by the preceding 
storms had hardly been repaired when the 
gale now prevailing set in. The result ts 
thatthe poles and wires are again down in 
all directions. It is utterly impossible to 
communicate with many places by telegraph 
and of course the damage done at those 
places cannot now be stated. 

The reports which are being received, how- 
ever, bring many stories of wreckage and 
disaster. Along the coasts the small craft, 
fishing boats and -vessels engaged in the 
coastwise trade are the principal sufferers. 
Many of these vessels have been unable to 
Claw off shoreand have been dashed upon 
the beaches, where heavy seas have ‘soon 
broken them up. A dispatch from Cork 
states that four fishermen near Skibbereen 
were Caught in the gale. 


REBELS BEHEADED. 
IMPERIAL TROOPS SUPPRESS THE REVOLT IN 
NORTHERN CHINA. 

PEKIN, China, Dec. 11.—The recent victoites 
of the Imperial troops sent against the rebels 
in Mongolla have brought the insurrection to 
anend. All the disturbances in the country 
appear to have terminated, and the affairs 
are resuming their normal condition. By 
order of Li Hung Chang, the Chinese Viceroy, 
summary punishment is infilcted on the 
captured rebels whoare convicted of having 
taken partin®the massacres of Christians. 
Forty-two insurgents who were proved be- 
yond doubt to have had a hand in the murder 
of Christians have been beheaded at Pakou. 

Information from rebel sources I!s to the ef- 
fect that certain Mongolian tribes were inl- 
tiated into rebellion by the increased execu- 
tions and greater rigor of the Chinese 
authorities. The Chinese have lately been 
establishing a stricter administration in por- 
tions of theempire adjoining Russian terri- 
tory, and the Mongolians have been brought 
more closely within the Imperial jurisdiction. 
The motive of this is to present 
a compact defense to possible aggressions by 
Russia. Li Hung Chang has ordered the 
punishment of all who were engaged in the 
massacre of native Christians at Tien Tsin, 
and several rioters have been captured and 
killed, the Pekin Government having granted 
leave for immediate beheading in all such 
cases. Europeans are convinced that the 
anti-Christian riots are caused in many, if 
not all cases by the hatred which the upper- 
class Chinese bear toward the foreigners, 
their hatred being grounded on jealousy of 
foreign intelligenge and influence. 

itis said thatat Sanchi the murderers of 
the Belgian and native Christians carried 
about the mutilated body ofa childin order 
to further excjte the fury of the populace. 
The body was that of a child of Christian 
parents, brutally killed by the rioters them- 
selves. It served the purpose of exciting the 
people and urging them on to further horrors 
and cruelties. The belief in the child-slaying 
propensity of the Christians appears to pre- 
vail everywhere that the missionaries have 
penetrated, 


THE LIE PASSED, 
THE FRENCH CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES IN AN UP- 
ROAR—A DUEL ON. 

PARIS, Dec. 11.—During the debate in the 
Chamber of Deputies to-day on the all-ab- 
sorbing question of Church and State, 
aroused by the attitude of Archbishops 
and Bishops toward the government, 
there were several disorderly scepes, which 
finally culminated in a regular beer garden 
uproar. M. Debaudey d’Asson and M. De 
Berri abused Floquet, the President of the 
Chamber of Deputies, violently, when 
affairs reached a climax. M. Paul 
De Cassagnalic, enraged at the 
utterances of M. Floquet, sprang, to, his feet 
and deliberately called the latter a liar. 
Words can hardly describe the scene which 
followed. Yells, oaths, insults,threats, chal- 
lengesand defenses filled the air. Everyone 
seemed determined to quarrel with some one 
else and a long time elapsed before order was 
restored. M. Floquet, so soon as he was 
able to do so, challenged M. De Cassagnaic 
to withdraw the term he had applied to him 
or to meet him onthe fleld of honor. M. De 
Cassagnaic immediately refused to take back 
the insult he had applied tothe President of 
the Chamber. 


ANOTHER IMMORTAL. 


PREMIER FREYCINET ADMITTED TO THE ACAD- 
EMY—FRENCH NEWS. 

PARIS, Dec. 11.—There was a brilliant gath- 
ering of notables in the literary, artistic and 
political circles of Paris atthe French Acad- 
emy last night, the occasion being a recep- 
tion to Premier De Freycinet on his admis- 
sion tothe Academy. The feature ofthe oc- 
casion was an address by the Premier, in 
which he eulogized M. Augier, his predeces- 
sor in the academic chair. The reception 
was graced by the presence of Mme. Carnot 
and a number of foreign diplomatic repre- 
sentatives. 

The committee of ladies designated by Mrs. 
Potter Palmer to look out for the French in- 
terests of the women’s exhibit at the World’s 
Fair, report that they expect to makea good 
showing as regards what French women have 
done in education, journalism, charitable 
work, etc. Each of these branches will 
have a committee present under the direction 
of the general committee. The Government 
has not yet made its definitive choice, but 
the committee designated by Mrs. Palmer 
will doubtless be the one selected.

Paris, Dec. 11.—It is expected that the 
Govérnment will this afternoon, during the 
debate on the attitude of the Government to- 
wards the Church, announce to the Chamber 
of Deputies its willingness to introduce 
shortly a bill dealing with relig- 
lous associations, but not involv- 
ing the separation of Church and State. 
It is also reported that M. Fallieres, Minister 
of Justice and Public Worship, to whom the 
Archbishops of Aix sent the letter which led 
to that prelate’s prosecution and conviction 
on the charge of insulting a Minister, will 
announce his restgnation from office. 
said, however, that this action on the part of 
M. Fallieres is inno way due to Wdissensions 
in the Cabinet.

No Permanent Break Likely in the 
Democratic Ranks.

POSSIBLE DISPOSITION OF THE VARIOUS 
CHAIRMANSHIPS. 


Mr. Mills Can Have the Ways and Means 
Committee—Mr. Springer a Strong 
Aspirant for the Same Place—The Tilt 
Between Crisp and Reed Kecalled— 
Congressional. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—In the opinion 
of leading men of the Democratic party in 
Congress, the breach in the ranks caused by 
the Speakership fight between Mills gnd 
Crisp will soon be closed. Since the smoke of 
the battle has cleared away, very many of 
Mr. Mills’ triends are of the 6pinion that the 
selection of Crisp after all is the best thing 
for the party, and that the Georgian won the 
prize fairly and on his merits, as a Democrat 
and well-equipped presiding officer. With 
the Speaker chosen, attention turns tothe 
House committees, 

It seems to be conceded that Mr. Mills will 
be Chairman of Waysand Means, although 
Mr. Springer is a strong aspirant for the 
place. Heis notonly the senior Democratic 
member inline of promotion, but he pre- 
sided over the committee once and was Judge 
Crisp’s leading opponent in the race just 
closed. These three considerations, it Is 
assumed, make his appointment to that place 
certain, 

It is also assumed that he wiil be guided in 
his course as chairman ina grgat measure by 
the general sentiment of his party upon the 
question of tariff reform. The committee is 
likely, to be made up so as to assist him to as- 
certain that sentiment, 

The Northern Democrats are certain to be. 
well represented on the committee. The 
names of Fitch of New York, Springer of Illi- 
nois, Whiting of Michigan, and Outhwaite of 
Ohio are canvassed as worthy» of recognition. 
All four are bright men who stand well with’ 
the party, and all four represent important 
constituencies. 

Judge Holman of Indiana its suggested for 
Chairman of the Appropriations Committee. 
He hashad long experience on the Budget 
Committee, and his record as an economist 
is second to that ofno man in the country. 
Economy in the expenditure of the public 
money is to be one of the watchwords of this 
Congress. No cheese-paring policy is advo- 
cated, but Democrats from every section 
agree that this house ought to make a record 
that will contrast strikingly with the record 
for wastefulness made by the Reed House. 

Gen. Forney is the Democratic member in 
line of promotion to the chairmanship of that 
Committee. He, too, isa good and safe man, 
but the feeling hereits that Judge Holman 
will receive the appointment. 

What will the Speaker do with Mr. Bland, 
of Missouri? Thisis a question of universal 
interest here. Mr. Bland wants to be Chatir- 
man of Coinage, Weightsand Measures, and 
he is in the line of promotion. His views 
about silver are well known, and all Dills re, 
lating to silver coinage will go to that com- 
mittee. 

The Speaker is a friend of silver, but as 
Speaker he will not use his office as an advo- 
cate. He has made no promises, but itis 
firmly believed here that the committee will 
be made up with due regard to all the Inter- 
ests and the views involved. This will insure 
the East proper representation on the com- 
mittee. 

Tee impression is strong here that the Sil- 
ver question will be brought to the attention 
ofthe House atan early day, regardless of 
who may be Chairman or who members of 
the Colnage Committee. The silver cham- 
pions are aiready on the ground, and their 
campaign to insist upon some action by Con- 
gress will at once begin. 

Mr. Blount of Georgia will again probably 
be Chairman of the Post-Office Committee, 
and Mr. Culbertson of Texas again Chalr- 
man of the Judiciary Cummittee., 

Mr. Herbert of Alabama is talked of for 
Chairman of the Naval Committee. 

No one seems to think it likely that the 
House will return to the old custom of giving 
the Appropriations Committee control of all 
the supply bills. That rule prevailed until 
the beginning of the Forty ninth Congress, 
when it was changed so as to give the Post-of- 
fice bill to the Post-office Committee,the naval 
billto the Naval Committee andso on, the 
Appropriations Committee proper returning 
only the general supply bills such asthe 
Legislative, Executive and Judicial Dill and 
“The new rule has worked admirably. A 
valuable feature of it has been to take away 
the almost despotic power the Appropriation 
Committee once exercised. Its Dill always 
had the right of way, and the chairman, If he 
were so disposed, could block any legisiation 
he happened notto approve. 

The question of rules will be taken up at 
once. The committee will be presided over 
by the Speaker, and that ifs an asS5urance 
that whatever rules are adopted will facill- 
tate business and preserve the freedom and 
integrity of debate. None of the distinctly 
Reed features of the rules will be adopted, 
but it is hardly supposed that the rules of the 
Fififeth Congress will be permanently 
adopted. They were defective in several 
directions, and H will bethe aim of the new 
Speaker to have all necessary changes made. 


CRISP AND REED. 


THEIR MEMORABLE TILT AT THE LAST SESSION 
OF CONGRESS. . 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—The longand 
close contest for the Speaker's chair and the 
issue involved has drawn the attention of the 
country to its present occupantin perhaps a 
larger degree than ever before inthe history 
of the House. Noone has found anything to 
say agaist the fitness of the selection,except 
from a partisan, standpoint. Just 
now reminiscences of Mr. Crisp’s 
career in past Congresses are on 


many tongues. One, written by Mr. 
Amos Cummings of New York, who served in 
the Fifty-second Congress, shows the char- 
acteristics of thé new Speaker in a very 
The scene occurred on the floor 
ouse, when Tom Keed was in the 
chair and Crisp wasa membér of the Com- 
mittee on Elections.

**The gentleman from Georgia will take his 
seat,’’ he roared. 

Crisp remained as calm asa May morning. 
Unlike many of his colleagues when suffering 
from similar tyrannical outbursts, he recog- 
nized the amenities of the situation. 

‘Certainly the gentieman from Georgla 
will take his seat,’’ he replied with perfect 
coniposure, ‘*bat he will rise, resent and re- 
py to any similar intimation from the chair 

ere or elsewhere.’’ 

He took nisseat but carried his point. A 
Wisconsin Republican pulled the Speaker out 
of the mud by moving to dispense with all 
further proceedings under the call. This was 
carried, and the House again got down to its 
party business. 


THE NATION’S BUSINESS, 


POWER OF THE SPEAKER TO CONTROL LEGISe 
LATION IN CONGRESS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 11.—Naturally 
the most prominent figure among the minor- 
ity party In Congressis ex-Speaker Thomas 
R, Reed of Mains. No man who has occupied 
the chair of Presiding officers of the House 
ever had more experience crowded into the 
space of one session than fell to the lot of the 
big man from Maine during the memorable 


tilts which made the Fifty-first Congress 
famous. 

For this reason Mr. Reed’s conception of 
the onerous duties of the position may be set 
down as coming close to the work. Ina talk 
with a newspaper representative about the 
contest just closed Mr. Reed branched off -. 
into a review of the work which the Speaker . 
of the Howse is compelled to face, in which he 
said: ‘‘Noman who has not filled the po- 
sition Knows to what extent the manggement 
of the nation’s business is put upon the 
Speaker. Before being inthe Speaker’s chair 
{f was for twelve years a member of the 
House. in that twelve years, in spite of the 
work which I did, 1 got no conception of the 
extentofthe Speaker's wer, duties and 
responsibilities. That power and the respon- 
sibility which goes with it must inevitabably 
increase as the country grows, asthe want 
ofthe country grow andas the number o 
Representatives increases. 

‘*The situation which confronts the Speaker 
is brigfly this: As things stand now more 
than ten thousand Dillsare presented tothe 
house in two years. Of that work laid before 
it the couse is able to handle about 6 or 8 per 
cent. The Speaker isa director of a legisla- 
tive machine which cannot possibly consider 
allithatis submitted to it. Somebody must 
decide what work can be done and give that 
to the House to do. 

‘*This Government, lke avery other, isa 
matter of growth. No one could have fore- 
seen how absolutely the affairs of the country 
must ultimately centre in the Speaker's 
hands. Circumstances have made it neces- . 
oary that they should. While the Speaker 
and the Committee on Rules decide what bills 
shall be put before the House, they must also 
pronounce the fate of the thousands of bills 
which are drowned, never heard of, 
ta‘‘'The Speaker’s position as chatrinan of the 
Committee on Rules and the power of recog- 
nition enable him to have much influence tn 
this selection, which Is to determine prima- 
rily for the House what work It shall do. 

**At the same timethere is no power en- 
abling the Speaker to advance those bills in 
which he may feel an especial interest. 

‘*Some committee,as any one can see, must 
run the business and decide what the mem- 
bers shall goat. They elect the Speakerto 
ald in that very work. He does not drop 
down from the sky into the Speaker’s chair 
or crawlin by divine right. The constitution 
says the majority shall do the law-making. 
The majority elects the Speaker as a fore- 
man to point out the work to be taken in 
hand. He must dothat and must doit so as 
to meet the approval of the House. 

‘‘If you want to make the situation plain to 
your readers that do not follow politics, say 
that Congress is a saw-mill ‘working atthe 
business of the country. The bills are the 
lumber, and the’ Speaker Is the lumberman 
who mast pick out the sticks of timber and 
shove them under the buzz-zaw. He must 
avoid the knotty ones, and those that are rot- 
ten and have naiis in them to Keep the mill 
from working uselessly. Yes, he must also 
look out for the buzz-saw. That Is part of the 
vusiness.’’ 

Touching the quorum-counting precedent 
established by himself in the last Congress, 
Mr. Reed said: 

**This question of counting a quorum Is not 
settled by the Speaker, and it ts not to be set- 
tled by the House, but by the Constitution 
under which bothact. When a quorurh is 
present it is the duty of the Speaker to see 
and to decide that there isa quorum. Bitlis 
voted under these circumstances are settled. 
No Speaker has any right to allow those Dilis 
to zoover. -The Republicans are willing to 
live as aminority under precisely the same 
rules as they thought suitable for the 
minority in the last tiouse. More than that, 
had we been within twenty of a majority, we 
would have compelled tite adoption of rules 
which gave the majority the power and the 
responsibility alike. Indeed, now that we 
have shown the way, the Democracy having. 
the power most abundantly have a fesponsi- 
bility equally marked.

WILL IT SPREAD HERE? 


Railroad Managers Watching the South- 
ern Pacific Telegraphers’ Strike. 


Dispatches from points along the Southern 
Pacific Railway indicate ,that there is reason 
to believe that the strike of the 


railroad telegraphers is likely tospread tothe 
Santa Fesystem. Ifit should gain this much 
headway it would very probably extend 
to other systems. The trouble between 
the Southern Pacific and its telegraph force 
is attracting much attention in this city from 
both the ralircad men and the teleg- 
raphers. Most of the telegraph 
operators here it is understood 
are connected with the amalgamated asso- 
ciation, which is still called the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers. 
The consolidation of the Brotherhood 
and Railroad Dispatchers’ organization at 
the annual convention here last summer 
bas had the effect, it is understood, 
of greatly strengthening the organization. 
Ww. R. Webber, one of the officers of the St. 
Louis division is authority for the statement 
that there are fully four hundred mtémbers 
here and that they will aid the strikers in 
their fight with the Southern Pacifie Bystem. 
Speaking to a POST-DISPATCH representa- 
tive this morning, he said, ‘*‘The 
trouble out West was not unexpected. As 
soon as the management of that road issued 
the order compelling the _ telegraphers 
to make affidavit that they had 
no connection with the order, the 
men could do nothing else than protest 
against such oppression. The order is now 
very strong and it does not  pro- 

se to submit to any persecution. 

rge accessions to the membership 
are befmg reported daily, and at the next 
convention which occurs at Chattanooga an 
immense showing will surely be made. The 
strike will, I suppose, be confined to 
that section unless other systems 
begin to antagonize the organization. The 
railroad telegraphers contend that they have 
aright to organize if they see fit, and they 
willstandon that planeand insist on their 
rights.”’ 

General Supt. Hammond of the Telegraph 
Department of the Missouri Pacific system 
said when questioned this morning that he 
was not looking for any trouble with the 
operators in the service of that company. ‘‘I 
have no doubt,’’ he _ said, ‘‘that a 
number of our men arein the order, and as 
we treat them well and they appear satisfied 
Idonot anticipate any trouble. This com- 
pany has not antagonized the order.iIn any 
way; all we ask of the men is 
work. Strikes on railroads are uncertain 
things. Sometimes the grievances are easily 
settied, while at other times they spread in 
ali directions. StillI have no reason to be- 
lieve that the strike will reach our system.’’

ELLIS GODLOVE DANGEROUSLY ILL IN

It is not 
related that he was more frivolous than other 
young men of his circle. Certain it is that he 
was generous toa fault, chivalrous and com- 
panionable. Withal he was a good business 


man and especially apt at figures. He oc- 
cupied several commercial positions, but 
could not remain long in one spot. He 
yearned for excitement and change of scene. 
Foreign travel and adventure were the aim 
of his existence, but his parents discouraged 
his roving ambition and recommended ap- 
plication to business. 
HE LEFT HOME 

An estrangement betgreen father and son 
followed, and one day fhe young man disap- 
peared trom home, and for three years was 
not heard from. During this period young 
Godlove roamed over the Western and South- 
ern States, visited the Northern Mexico 
provinces and pretty generally exhausted 
the sights of the wilder’ sections of 
the continent. But wherever he 
went he preserved his commercial 
instinct and appears tohave accumulated 
quite a little property. He invested in lands 
near Dallas, Tex., and went into cattle rais- 
ing. One day an officer from Sedalia, Mo., 
dropped in on Godlove’s ranch and arrested 
him on the charge of forgery. He gave his 
nameas James L. Dunn. Whether or not 
that wasthe name he went by in Dallas is 
not known. But, in any event, he stoutly 
persisted inclaiming that name and made 
no objection to accompanying the officers to 
Sedalia. 

There he lay in jaila couple of months. He 
had plenty of money and employed two law- 
yers of excellent reputation as counsel. He 
was cheerful, maintained that the was the 
victim of mistaken identity and passed his 
time in exacting as much enjoyment as the 
cheerless confines of a prison permit. 

HIS IDENTITY LEARNED. 

One day a chance visitor to the jail identi- 
fled the pretended Dunnas E, Ellis Godlove, 
the son of George W. Godlove of St. Louis. 
The young manat first stoutly dented his 
identity, but when confronted with his 
accuser broke down and confessed. 
He implored the officials not to 
make his identity known, for he 
fearéd it would break his father’s heart. 
But justice demanded the sacrifice and the 
story was flashed tothe four quarters.of the 
country within an hour. From that moment 
young Godlove’s spirits were broken. He 
sickened, took to his bed, lost interest in 
life and hoped that death would 
come. The prison authorities relieved 
the invalid of much of the irksomeness of 
prison life. He was taken out of his cell, 
given a cot inthe corridor near the stove, 
and furnished with a variety of reading 
matter in the hope of diverting his mind 
from gloomy thoughts, but allto little pur- 
pose, for he spends the day brooding and 
tosses restlessly on.his cot at night, 

DECLARES HIS INNOCENCE. 

Immediately upon learningthat his iden- 
tity had been disclosed to his parents, young 
Godlove wrote a long, confidential 
letter to his father, confessing his 
wildness, asking forgiveness for the 
sorrow he had caused, but declaring that he 
was innocent ofcrime. He insists that his 
was a chse of mistakenidentity. He assured 
his father that he needed no financial assist- 
ance, as he had plenty of money to defend 
himself and predicted that he would be 
set freeas soon ashis case was giventoa 
jury. He attributed all his misfortunes to 
his restlessness under wholesome home 
restraint and deplored the wildness that had 
led him from under the parental roof. Mr. 
Godlove, Sr., was seen at his place of 
business, No. 114 N. Main Street. He jaffably 
conversed about his son’s troubles, but said 
that he was unacquainted with the facts, as 
the young man had asked himto stay away. 
He was satisfied that his boy would clear 
himself on the trial. He was 
much worried over the report 
of his son’s il health, buat 
was inclined to believe that a favorable 
verdict would do more for him than doctors, 
prescriptions. po ne Cotioss is 24 years of 
age and unmarried. His fathér states that 
he is exceptionally bright and keen in busi- 
noss matters.

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


What Is Hoped to Be Accomplished— 
Transportation Congested. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 11.—The infiuence 
ofthe lake lines upon grain movements is 
conclusively shown by the record of the sec- 
ond week since their closing for the season. 
It was bad enough forthe farmer in the Mis- 
souril Valley when the lakes were open, but 
now so much grain is lockec up at Buffalo 


or is in transit east of Chicago, that conserv- 
ative estimates placethe time of relief as 
far inthe futureas five weeks. This relief 
and the consequent resumption of the grain 
movement depends upon the landing of 
some %,000,000 bushels in New York. The ele- 
vators are full and the Eastern lines have all 
sent out notices that nomore shipments can 
be taken until this is all out of the way. 

Thus itis seen almost in the beginning of 
the marketing of grain, that in spite of the 
active foreign demand, whieh can only be 
supplied by this country, the total rall facill- 
ties are unable to carry a small proportion of 
the grain ready for market. One hundred 
and fifty large elevators on the Burling- 
ton line alone State of 
Nebraska are full, prospect 
of immediate relief. The great 
difference in the volume of the crops this 
year and lastis shown by the tonnage re- 
ports for last week. 

Last week the tonnage, not including live 
stock, was 93,975 against 77,356 for the corre- 
sponding week last year. An increase of 
16,000 In one week shows what 
ex pected with good P 
the effect of the closing of the lakes is better 
shown by the increase of last week over the 
ates one. Week before last the east- 

ound shipments were only 72,456 tons, this 
showing an increase for the week of over 
20,000 tons, and a total increase for the two 
weeks of 320,000 tons. In the Central Traffic 
Association 56,036 tons were carried, of 
which over 40,000 were grain. This demon- 
strates the fact that75 per cent of the east- 
bound movementis grain, atthe same time 
showing the utter inadequacy of rail lines to 
care for anything buta very shortcrop. No 
more cogent reason for the improvement of 
the Missouri River and theincrease of the 
transportation capacity of the country couid 
be advanced.

He 
was much excited, ar apparently frightened. Ien- 
deavored to release ny hand fromthe grasp of Mr. 
Sage, but he held itso tightly that Il could not get away. 
Mr. Sage held me betwen himself ant the bomb- 
thrower, but whether it was through fear or excite- 
ment I do not know. As my back was toward the 
bomb-thrower when the explosion took place, and 
as] was directiy in front of Mr. Sage I received the 
full force of the explosion in my back and side, while 
Mr. Sage escaped with a few scratches on his face. 
As soon as the bomb went off the banker rushed 
through the private door of his office. I followed. 
We both tried to open a window there, but as escape 
that way seeméd dangerous we turnedaround and 
rushed out into the hallway through a doorway lead- 
ing from the private office.

MILLIONS INVOLVED. 


Two and a Half Acres in the Center of 
New York City Claimed. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—The heirs of Thos. 
Dongan, Governor of the Colony of New 
York in 1600, are preparing to bring a sensa- 
tional sult totest the title to millions of dol- 
lars worth of real estate located in this city 
and now in the pdssession of some of the 
wealthiest and mst influential men In the 
city. The property involved includes many 
lots in the lowes part of thecity between 
Whitehall street and the City Hall and the 
proximity of the lots to Broadway, make 
them the most valuable pieces of real estate 


in the city. Thomas Dongan was a con- 
firmed bachelor when he received his ap- 

ointment of Governor, and he remaineda 

achelor until the day of his death in | 
1715. He had relatives in England, 
but none of them seeins to 
have followed his fortunes in America 
nor to have known whether he had amassep 
a fortune or not at the time of his death. 
Years after the death of Gov. Thos. Dongan 
many of the descendants of his relatives 
left England and came to America in the 
hope of bettering their fortunes. The de- 
scendants ofthese, in turn, have scattered 
all over the country, and can be foundin 
various States from New York toCallfornila. 
In this section of the country, however, the 
majority of them are located,and some thirty 
ofthe heirsinthis city and Brooklyn have 
combined together to contest the disputed 
question. The property which they claim as 
theirs is abouttwoanda half acres between 
Whitehead street and Broadway. 

The propesty is now in the possession of 
the Cheeseborough estate, James Gordon 
Bennett, the Astors and others. art of it is 
the property which is under p ss of con- 
demnation by the Government, be used as 
the site of the new appraiser stores. The 
deed under which the present possessors 
claim is a deed known asthe Shoemaker deed. 
It has often been referred to in historical 
sketches and gainedits name from the fact 
that the majority of the men who executed It 
were shoemakers. The signers or this deed 
were four menand one woman. The tities 
of none of the six were described with suffl- 
cient definiteness. In order to make out 
clearly the lands of each the making of an 
omnibus deed to be signed by all the Owners 
was proposed. In discussing this plan itis 
alleged the five got together and conciuded 
that as long as Dongan had no heirs in this 
country, and those On the other side were not 
likely to make mg 4 trouble, it would be a 
good plan to divide Dongan’s land up among 
the relatives and wait until his death 
to record their deeds. This, it is al- 
leged they did and their scheme succeeded 
so well for nearly 200 years the titles have re- 
mained undisputed. Nowfor the first time 
has the conspiracy been unearthed. The 
charge of the claimants is based upon the 
private papers of Dongan and others, which 
they say have recently been found. One of 
the parties interested in the suit now to be 
brought said yesterday: ‘‘Icannottell just 
when we shall be ready to file our suit. There 
is an immense amount of work connected 
with getting the cases ready to commence 
suit. We have not yet finished all our search 
of the records, and have men at work now in 
the Register’s office. Despite the lapse of 
years, we do not belleve that any court of 
equity will uphold such a thelt as we can 
show this to have been.’’

ARSENIC IN THE BOTTLE. 


Cross-Examination of Prof. Hadden in the 
Graves-Barnaby Case. 
DENVER, Col., Dec. 11.—When the Graves 
trial was resumed this morning Prof. WIl- 
liam P. Hadden was replacedon the stand. 
He was cross examined by Judge Macon of 
counsel for the defense. He had found arsenic 
in the viscera of Mrs. Barnaby as wellas inthe 
sotution of arsenic of potassium examined by 
Prof. Walter I. Harris.

TO STOP GERRYMANDERING. 
What President HARRISON has said in 
his message about the. evil of gerrymander- 
ing representation in Congress as prac- 
ticed by both parties, will be indorsed as 


‘sound doctrine by the leaders and the 


masses of both parties. 

But both parties will, in self-defense, 
cling to the practice so long aseither is 
free to resort to it. That the other party 
will steal all the Congress seats it can by 
unfairly districting the States it controls, 
and that this wrong can be rectified only 
by ‘‘evening up’’ the seat-stealing with 
similar gerrymanders in other States, is 
always the creed of the party that has the 
power to gerrymander any State. 

A constitutional provision guaranteeing 
proportional representation in Congress to 
the minority party in each State seems to 
be the most obvious corrective of this evil. 
A party majority in Congress is no more to 
be trusted for a non-partisan apportion- 
ment of representation than a party major- 
ity in some State Legislature, and to 
transfer the gerrymandéring power from 
forty-four State Legislatures to Con- 
gress would give the gerrymandering 
of all the States to one party at a time, 
and thus make it far worse than it now is. 
If it were put in the hands of Federal 
Courts or commissions, the opportunity to 
give the advantage to one party or the 
other would remain, and would be utilized 
so long as our system of Congressional ap- 
portionment permits minorities in States 
to be deprived of fair proportional repre- 
sentation. 

If such proportional representation were 
effectively provided for in the Federal Con- 
stitution, there would be an end of gerry- 
mandering; the people of both parties 
would be more fairly represented in Con- 
gress, and by simply assigning the election 
of a Presidential Elector to each Congress 
district and two at large to each State, the 
people of both parties would be more fairly 
represented in the Electoral Colleges. 

The President thinks the presidential 
electors for each State should be all of one 
party, and thatthe minority in no State 
should have a voice or vote in the Elec- 
toral College. Why not apply the same 
rule to the election of Congressmen? If 
the minority in each State should be pow- 
erless and State majorities only should 
count in electing a President—if that is the 
only rule @ffairness in electing a President— 
why not if electing a Federal Legislature? 

If the President can suggest a safe and 

certain preventive of gerrymandering he 
will do away with the only valid objection 
to the Michigan plan of appointing elec- 
tors. But forthat objection, the additional 
premium upon unfair districting, a pro- 
vision requiring all but two of each State’s 
electors to be chosen by districts would be 
more desirable than a provision requiring 
all to be elected at large. 
A great reform in the election of both 
Congress and President is desirable and 
practicable, but not in the line of the 
President’s suggestions. His force-bill 
ideas, his eagerness to aggrandize the 
Federal power atthe cost of local self- 
government and to withdraw elections es- 
pecially from State and popular control, 
unfit him for the work of devising consti- 
tutional amendments.

LINSTROTH ESTATE. 


The Deceased Wagon-Maker’s Heirs 
Quarrel Over His Money. 


HIS BROTHER'S CHILDREN AND HIS 
STEP-CHILDREN BOTH CLAIM IT. 


The Early History and Struggles of Arnold 
Henry Linstroth Brought Out by the 
Suit—A Claim That His Wife Laid the 
Foundation for His Fortune—Other 
Court News. : 


In Judge Dillon’s cburt to-day the legal 
contest between the Einstroth heirs for the 
possession of a $50,000 estate is on trial. The 
case was begun yesterday after- 
noon, The property ° in dispute 
is the site of the Linstroth 
Wagon Co., on Market street, between 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets, which 
has been condemned asa part of the site of 
the new Union Depot Co., the price awarded 
for the property by the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the court to assess the damages 
being $52,500. 

The history of the suit, as gleaned in the 
petition filed by the plaintiffsin the case, 
dates back to the year 1842 and ‘is quite in- 
teresting. In the year 1842 it is set forth in 
the petition Henry Eicks died in Ger- 
many leaving a widow, Wilhelmina 
Catherine Eicks and two children, J. William 
Eicks and Herman Eicks. Mrs. Eicks, about 
the year 1843, married Arnold Henry Lin- 
Sstroth and about the year 1846 they 
removed to this country and settled in 
St. Louls. No children were born of the 
second marriage. Thechildren by the first 
marriage accompanied thelr mother and 
step-father on their journey in search of a 
new home. 

It is alleged in the petition that at 
the time of the marriage of Mrs. 
Eicks to her second husband she 
owned a blacksmith shop and other 
property, both real and personal, and that 
Linstroth had no means whatever. It was on 
Mrs. Linstroth’s money, it is stated, that the 
family emigrated to this country. 
Misfortune was encountered by the 
Linstroth family, it is set forth. 


Shortly after they arrived in St. Louis, 
Arnold Linstroth being taken sick and re- 
maining unable to work fora year, the sup- 
port of the family fellon Mrs. Tinstroth and 
her children. 

In the year 1849 itis stated Mrs. Linstroth 
by her savings, added to what means she 
brought from Germany, built a two-story 
brick house onthe Market street property, 
the first floor being a blacksmith shop, with 
rooms overhead for a residence. She in- 
stalled her husband inthe shop and took in 
boarders to assist In making a livelihood, it 
is alleged. 

The family from this time forward pros- 
pered and the business grew, The family, it 
seems, Were very united, according to 
the allegations of the petition, and 
the property was in Linstroth’s 
name. Having no children of his own, 
itis alleged that he became very much at- 
tached to his step-sons, who in turn loved 
himand assisted him and their mother in 


their early § struggles, It is claimed 
that one of the boys, J. Willlam Eicks, 
gave all his time and earnings 
to his step-father until he was 


27 years old, at which time he married, and 
thatafterthat he ioaned Linstroth money 
which has never béen paid back, it is alleged. 
Arnold Linstrotn, it is averred, frequently 
stated that all he possessed at his death 
should go to his step-sons and an alleged 
adopted daughter named Lydia. 

The girl whose name was Lydia Hanry was 
taken into the Linstroth family in 1549, she 
being an ving years old. She is now a 
widow and her name ts_-Bischoff, and she is 
one of the plaintiffs in the case. 

Mrs. Linstroth died in 1878 and her husband, 
Arnold Linstrotn, died in January, 1890. He, 
it is alleged, had stated that he had made a 
will priorto his wife’s death, leaving his 
property to her with the agreement 
that she give ‘it to her children and 
the alleged adopted daughter, Lydia. When 
Linstroth died the will leaving the propert 
to his wife was found, but the agreement al- 
leged to have been entered into by him and 
his wife cannot be found. When Linstroth 
was on his deathbed, it is alleged, he sent 
for a notary and witnesses in order to havea 
will drawn up, and. told the witnesses, it is 
alleged, that he intended to leave the prop- 
erty to his stepsons and Lydia Bischoff, but 
he became unconscious before the notary 
arrived and died without making the will. 

The estate was administered on by Henry 
T. Wilde, in whose charge it is now, and It is 
claimed by Arnold HH. Linstroth, George 
Linstroth and Catharine Sebastian, children 


of a ‘brother of Arnold Henry Linstroth. 
The plaintiffs in the case are 
J. William Eicks, one of the 


stepsons; Hermine Bischoff, Henry A. Eicks, 
Alexander W. Eicks, Aifred A. EickKs, William 
F, Eicks and Henrietta E. Simon, children of 
Herman Eicks, the other stepson, who 
died tin 1878, and Lydia Bischoff. 
Gustav Bischoff, the husband of Her- 
mine Bischoff, and Marie Eicks, guardian 
ot Alfred A. Eicks, who is a minor, are also 
inc'uded. The defendants are fienry Be 
Wilde, administrator of the estate of Arnold 
Henry Linstroth, deceased; Arnold A, Lin- 
stroth and Mary A.’ Linstroth, his wife; 
George Linstroth, Caroline Sebastian 
and Bernard Sebastian, her husband; the 
Linstroth Wagon Co., Louls Gottschalk and 
Francis Nohl, trustees. Louis Tatum and 
Mills & Flitcraft are prosecuting the case,and 
the defense is represented by the law firm of 
Rassieur & Schurmacher.

SIR EDWIN ARNOLD. 


The Distinguished English Poet Discusses 
American Literature. 


Sir Edwin Arnold, the poet editor of the 
London Daily Telegraph, author of ‘‘The Light 
of Asia,’’ of ‘‘Sa’diinthe Gardens’’ and of 
other poems world-famous for their Eastern 
Spirit of sweetness and richness of imagery, 
is now at the Lindell Hotel, having arrived 


last night, and will lecture at the Exposition 
this evening. The great English scholar 
and leader of the modern school 
of Oriental literature was seen 
this morning by a Post- DISPATCH reporter 
and, as an authoritative teacher in that gen- 
eral field, discussed with singular apprecia- 
tion the topic of American literature and 
literary men of to-day as apartof what he 
lpg ‘*British lMterature’’ of .the present 
time. 

**America,’’ said Sir Edwin, ‘‘has given to 
the English-speaking world a great school of 


writers, whose center was in boston. 
That school comprised Emerson, Long- 
fellow, Bryant, Lowell, Hawthorne, 


Washington Irving, and some other names 
which stand in the foremost. ranks of the 
world’s literature. It has also produced in 
Edgar Allan Poe a poet whois the Catullus 
of American literature, and whose neglect by 
the American people ts inexplicable. 

‘*But this school existed in what was the 
‘golden age’ of your lterature, and since 
then there have been no fit successors to 
those great hames, What American 
writer of the present time stands out 
as do those have just mentioned? 
True, you have Walt Whitman as a 
poet, and his book is nobly American in 
spiritand atmosphere. Next to Whitman I 
Class James Whitcomb Riley, whose Hoosier 
poems are instinct with truth and the genuine 
poetic spirit. Both these men are true poets. 
For novelists you have James and Howells. 
They are | agen writers of remarkable 
delicacy of touch, but they are not great 
novelists. I know James well and like him 
thoroughly, butl scoided him soundly for 
writing ‘Daisy Miller.’ The failure of 
America to make good the promise offered 
during its ‘goiden age’—Iis it because Amerl- 
cans are to» busy or too hurried in method to 
do great things in literature? itisnot for 
the lack of a proper fleld orfor wantof a 
reading public, because Americans are the 
best readers in the world. I think cne rea- 
son is that you are too prone to encourage 
the writers of other countries at the ex- 
pense of those of yourown, tooquickto be- 
lieve that English lterature must look for 
its greatest examples elsewhere than in 
America. Another reason,Il am also much 
inclined to give, is the old one that literature 
has never flourished under a democracy. 

**What astonishes me most Is that there are 
to-day sofew American poets whose writ- 
ings breathe the distinctive spirit of Ameri- 
can scenery and American life. There Is 
suchasplirit. Itisofthat nature that were 
I suddenly awakened in America, in Iignor- 
ance that [had been brought hither, I could 
not fail to recognize the spirit of scenery and 
surroundings. Both are worthy of the most 
exalted expression, and both lack a seer ora 
singer to voice it, save in Whitman alone. 

‘*The apparent absence of true greatness 
in American literature of to-day. bears also 
another soagernrmig 5 Lack of finished 
scholarship may one reason. Do your 
scholars or your literary men abandon study 
after college life is ended? Instead of the 
few years of collegiate training, true scholar- 
ship and the perfect expression of greatness 
demand a life time of study. Genius, it is 
true, must be and will be _ heard, 
but izenius does its highest 
work only when thoroughly equipped for 
such work, andit has been truly said that 
after all ‘geniusis but the infinite capacity 
for taking pains.’ Thereasontor the exist. 
ing reaction in American literature after its 
production of such names as 1 mentioned in 
the beginning of this interviewis a problem 
in which the world is interested. It is one 
that should be solved and profit gained by the 
solution.’’

Will “Volt”? Do, Sir Edwin? 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Sir Edwin Arnold, lobserve, takes excep- 
tion to the word ‘‘electrocution,’’ which the 
Eastern papers are trying very hard to add 
to the English vocabulary. ‘‘No one who 
knows his Greek and Latin can stand that,’’ 
the great poet says. 

Yet there is danger that, if the friends of 
pure English do not join together and put 


this word under the ban, it will make its 
way into the language by sheer force of 
repetition, as the word ‘‘cablegram,’’ 
equally ubjectionable, did. And to put an 
end to ‘‘electrocution’’ some other word 
must be suggested to serve its purpose. I 
offer the verb *‘to volt’’ to the approval of 
Sir Edwin and the newspapers,wifh the noun 
‘*the volting.’’ It is new, it is properly 
formed, it is self-explanatory, it is short,and 
it is easily pronounced. I doubt not that the 
newspapers would vastly prefer it to the 
clumsy words ‘‘electrocution’’ and ‘‘elec- 
trothanation’’ that have been proposed, It 
would fit in much better, I imagine, in mak- 
ing up the headlines than eltherof the other 
two.

A SUDDEN WEAKNESS. 

On Wednesday afternoon last about 4 
o’clock, while the Archbishop was taking 
the customary walk in the: open air which 
hae made his venerable figure a familiar 
sight on the West End streets for years past, 
he was seized with a sudden weaknegs that 
caused him to sink tothe pavement. The at- 
tack came upon him just as he had passed 
across Grand avenue and started east down 
Washington avenue,and the spotat which the 
revered priest fell withthe strength passed 
from his aged limbs was directly in front of 
the residence of Mrs. Cecile Franklin, No. 
3518 Washington avenue. There had been a 
sudden halt in his slow progress, a hesitancy 
and breaking of the step, and then the 
Prelate’s tall, though bent figure, slowly 
sank until it lay at full length on the side- 
waik. : 

Ina moment there were helping hands at 
his service, a hastily gathered group of 
alarmed citizens and passers-by who had 
recognized the Archbishop as he fell. He 
was tenderly raised inthe arms of a gentle- 
man who had been the first to spring to his 
assistance, and stood fora moment with that 
support sustaining him as his strength 
slowly returned. But it was only fora mom- 
ent he was thus allowed tostand. A private 
buggy, in which seated Miss Rdbb, sister of 
Mrs. Thos. Howard of No. 33 Vandeventer 
piace, whirled tothe curb and stopped. The 
lady sprang out and earnestly  be- 
sought the Archbishop to accept a 
seat in her carriage for his return tw 
the archiepiscopal residence, 3510 Lindell 
avenue. The Archbishop at first demurred, 
but she urged him and be accepted her kind- 
ness. Miss Robb’ went direct with 
him to the archiepiscopal residence, 
into which the still suffering prelate was ten- 
derly assisted, and where he has since re- 
ceived the loviug care of his nieces, the 
Misses Eustace. The occurrence created 
quite a sensation of deep regret and alarm,

Interview With the Representative of His 
Holiness at the Jubilee. 


NEw York, Dec. 11.—The Right Rev. Mar. 
O’Bryen, one of the Pope’s chamberlains and 
who was sent by his Holiness ta settle an 
ecclesiastical dispute in Canada and to rep- 
resent the Pope at the Golden Jubilee of the 
Most Rev. Archbishop in St. Louls, ts stop- 
ping here. A reporter saw him yesterday. 
The Monsigneur has a habit when talking of 
running his hand through his white hair, 
which is brushed well back from his fore- 
head. Hewas very willingto talk, and in 


answer to the first question regarding the 
health of the Pope he said: 

‘*The Pope’s health is very good. He is 
able to walk about, though the doctors will 
not allow him to do so for fear he might over- 
exert himself.

There is nothing the matter 
with him, but you know when a man gets to 
be over 80 years old he must take very good 
care of himself.’’

THIRD PARTY MANAGERS PLEASED 
WITH THE OUTCOME. 


It Is Claimed that a Union With the F. M. 
B. A. andthe Farmers’ Alliance Is In- 
evitable— The Candidacy of J. M.

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NITRO-GLYCERINE. 
Peculiarities and Dangers of the Deadly 
Explosive. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—‘‘A nitro-glycerine 


headaclie will make a man about, 


as uncomfortable under his hat 
as anything I know ,"* said 
an oil producer from Bradford, Pa.,last even - 
ing to a groupof men whowere discussing 
the sensationalattemptupon Russell Sage’s 
life. ‘*A single whiff fromacanof the ex- 
plosive will make a man imagine he is just 
getting overthe effects of a night withthe 


boys. Nitro-glycerine, as you may know, Is 
utilized very extensively in the oll country 
for shooting oil wells. Hundreds of-tons of 
the explosive are usedevery year andthe 
men who manufacture it and torpedo wells 
would make a small army if they 
were all turned loose together in Central 
Park, The business they follow, too, is 
about as dangerous as the military business 
in wartime; nota year passes that a dozen 
or more shooters, as the men who torpedo 
the wells are called, do not get blown up. 
Nitro-glycerine goes off ata very light shock 
or at contact with fire, andin thecountry a 
man who handles glycerine is looked upon 
as an unfortunate being with one footin the 
grave. The chancesare ten to one, if he 
sticks to the business long enough, he will be 
blown up. A nitro-glycerine headache is 
caused by the smell of the nitro-glycerine 
and sulphuric acid which are used in making 
the explosive. Sweet glycerine oll, as every 
one knows, is a perfectly harmless liquid, but 
when subjected to the action of the twoacids 
named the resulting milk-like fluid is the 
most deadly explosive agent known, Men 
who make nitro-glycerine are at first sub- 
jected to these headaches, but after a few 
days inthe factory they become acclimated 
tothe smell. But if they knock off work fora 
day ortwothey are compelled to undergo 
the acclimating experience again. 

*‘*A single drop of nitro-giycerine exploded 
upon an anvil with a sledge-hammer would 
probably blow the hammer thirty feet in the 
air. IkKnew of a blacksmith who was repair- 
ing a nitro-glycerine wagon in the oll coun- 
try one day when there was a loud ex- 
plosion, and the wagon was literally taken 
allapart and scattered about his shop. A 
few drops of glycerine had leaked from the 
cans and lodged in the framework of the 
wagon. Strangetorelate the blacksmith es- 
caped injury, but he atonce hung up in his 
window a little card upon which was writ- 
a ‘No nitro-glycerine wagons need ap- 
ply.’ 

One day, inthe Titusville oil fleld, a nitro- 
glycerine manufucturer was standing in 
frontof a hotel absent-mindedly Kicking the 
fingstone walk, when there was a report 
about as loudas the snapofacap. The man 
flew up In the alrabout a foot, and let outa 
yellthat was hearda block away. When he 
got back on terra firma again and looked at 
his feet the shoe was torn all to pleces. In 
working about his glycerine manufactory he 
had evidently saturated his shoes with a few 
drops of the explosive, which were set off by 
the stamping of his feet. 


‘FIRE RECORD. 


Costly Dry Goods Blaze This Morning— 
Other Losses. 

NEW YorkK, Dec. 1i.—Henry Batterman’s 
dry goods store at Graham avenue and 
Broadway, Brooklyn, caught fire at an early 
hour this morning and the stock and 
building were damaged to the 


extent of more than $200, 009. The 
store had just been restocked with alilines of 
goods in anticipation of a heavy holiday 
trade. Mr. Batterman said he had in stock 
fully $300,000 worth of goods. The greatest 
loss was caused by water. How the fire 
originated is a mystery. The insurance 
amounts to about $185,000.
